LONDON. - The Egyptian daim to 
Taba is based on a falsified 191S map, 
newly discovered reports and maps 
have established. 

Daring departmental house- 
rleanmg at a secret Ministry of De- 
fence establishment near here, the 
original field reports and maps of the 
two surveys that form the basis of 
Egypt’s Taba daim - the Sinai Sur- 
vey of 1910/12 and the Sooth Pales- 
tine Survey of 1913/14 - were found, 
60 years after being “mislaid.” 

From these two surveys, T.E. 
Lawrence and S.F. New combe pro- 
duced the map, published in 1915 by 
the War Office, that has become the 
central source of evidence for the 
Egyptian daim with regard to the 


boundary at Taba, superseding the 
original mapping and description 
provided by the Turco-Egyptian 
Boundary Commission of 1906. 

By comparing die original field 
drawings of the two surveys with the 
1915 map supposedly based upon 
them, it becomes evident that the 
boundary dr a wn on the 1915 map 
was a calculated forgery. 

The- newly discovered original 
drawings and notes show that the 
Taba region was not surveyed by 
either the Egyptian or the South 
Palestine expeditions. The Egyptian 
survey stopped short some 65 
kilometres north of Taba. Neither 
expedition was allowed by the Turks 
to survey or enter the region, 
although Taba was claimed to be 
Egyptian territory. 


These surveys were initiate d — and 
carried out - by the Directorate of 
Military Operations at the British 
War Office in London. Newcombe, 
an experienced geographer, intelb- 
geace officer and Arabist, was in 
charge of both surveys, of the opera- 
tions in the field and of the subse- 
quent “correcting and editing” of 
the maps produced. 

These original maps, drawn with 
artistic care by tbe best intelligence- 
geographers the British could mus- 
ter, carry the sign a tur es of Lawr- 
ence, Leonard Wooley and others. 
Lawrence, while working on the sur- 
veys, managed to get into Akaba and 
made a clandestine visit to the island 
opposite Taba for only a few hoars 
npjtw difficult conditions. He later 
drew a mapping sketch of the area 


from memory, identified as “Sketch 
23.” But this was a very elementary 
effort with glaring errors. Most signl- 
fkaady, he made no attempt to show 
the position of the boundary between 
what was then Egypt and Ottoman 
Palestine. 

In making the surveys, the British 
had no motive other than to produce 
a meticulously accurate map of tbe 
Sinai Peninsula. By the time Lawr- 
ence came to draw up tbe final 1915 
map, however, the British were at 
war with Turkey. Tbe British - and 
the Egyptians - bad no access to tbe 
Sinai Peninsula, as the Tnrks wore in 
total occupation. 

When Lawrence drew np toe 1915 
map, be had no survey, no original 
drawings of the Taba area and no

‘Single event 
won’t hurt ties 
with Israel’ 
-Pickering

HAIFA. - U.S. Ambassador Tho- 
mas Pickering said yesterday that the 
“single event” of alleged Israeli 
espionage in Washington would 
neither “harm nor denigrate” tbe 
close relationship between the U.S. 
and Israel. 

He expressed his satisfaction with 
the Israeli government’s handling of 
the issue, and smcTthe cancellation of 
a scheduled visit of the Sixth Fleet 
landing ship USS Austin in Haifa 
• » yesterday was not a sign of his gov- 
ernment's displeasure, but a result 
only of the fleet's operational re- 
quirement. 

The Sixth Feet will even step us its 
visits to Haifa, he said, although the 
U.S. has no intention of establishing 
a permanent base' for the fleet in J 
• Haifa. It is U.S. policy to keep such 
bases to a minimum. 

“AH of us ip the U.S., as in Israel, 
share the view that our relationship 
is deeper, mor£ long-standing and of 
more importance than to let a single 
event harm if or in any way denigrate 
from the closeness' of cooperation 
and from our* shared interests," 
Pickering said. - “We have ‘events’ 

' from time to time', " he noted. 

“Both governments are 
approaching the issue from that 
point of view, and we will find a 
solution to -the problem and not 
permit it to be a significant issue in 
our relationship. That is not only my 
hope but my conviction,'’ he added. 

Confirming that he bad met mem- 
bers of the - government on the 
espionage issue, Pickering would not 
detail the meetings, saying only, “I 
have faith in your leadership and 
their commitment is exactly to the 
same end and jjurpose.”

■’* c ’ The Israel Foreign Ministry said 
on Sunday that the government re- 
ceived the report from Washington 
with shock and consternation and 
would carry oat a thorough inves- 
tigation of whether its policy not to 
conduct any intelligence activities 
agains t the U.S. had been violated. 

*” We note the government of Isfaef 
is making a thorough investigation of 
any Israeli involvement in this se- 
rious matter, a State Department 
deputy spokesman said.

Peres opposes more defence cuts

Prime Minister Peres yesterday 
publicly opposed the $180 million 
cut in the Defence Ministry budget 
which the Treasury wants to ex- 
ecute. Peres told reporters that be 
agrees that the state budget must be 
axed by $600 million during the 
coming fiscal year, but said that cuts 
above $300m. will be very problema- 
tic. 

Peres's declaration followed 
accusations by Finance Minister 
Moda’i that Labour Party ministers, 
including the premier, are cam- 
paigning against the proposed cute in 
the budget out of “sectorial and 
party interests.” 

“I do not accept such arguments,” ' 
Peres said. “I do not think that 
wanting to protect defence, health 
and education can be considered 
sectorial campaigning.” 

In Tel Aviv, Labour Party 
Secretary-General Uzi Baram said 
that Moda’i is attempting to “trick 
the public” by deflecting the debate 
from the true issues. 

Peres and the Labour Party minis- 
ters are struggling to ensure the 
survival of an egalitarian public 
health system and to avoid tbe de- 
velopment of a capitalist health sys- 
tem like that which exists in the 


U.S., Baram said. 

' The cabinet is to meet to m orrow' 
for a special session on the 
$21.2b. budget for the coming fiscal 
year which the Treasury has prop- 
osed.

P rim e Minister Peres ta willing to

The prime minister was respond- 
ing to an offer by Hassan that the two 
leaders meet in Morocco “if Feres 
has a serious proposal to make,” said 
tbe aide to Feres.

Old City stabbing victim battles attacker 


Society for toe Protection of Na- 
ture guide Baruch Jian, 32, was 
stabbed yesterday afternoon while 
walking along the Via Dolorosa in 
Jerusalem’s Old City. He was taken 
to Hadassah Hospital in Em Kerem 
with moderate wounds and was ex- 
pected to be released last night after 
receiving stitches. 

He was toe third stabbing victim in 
or near toe Old City this month. 

Jian, a resident of Har Gilo, was in 
the Old Gty along with Ofra Regev, 
25, also of toe Society for the Protec- 
tion of Nature, to prepare a tour for 
a teachers course. 

Speaking from his hospital bed 
later, Jian said that he was walking 
along toe Via Dolorosa at about 4 
p.m. near Rehov Hagai when he 
heard shouts coming from behind 
him and he felt someone push him. 

“To my good fortune,” he said, 
“toe shouts alerted me and gave me 
toe chance to turn instinctively and 
catch my assailant's hand as he tried 
to stab me. He was very strong and 


tried to stab me repeatedly, but I 
grabbed his hand and even managed 
to hit him a couple of times! In toe 
course of toe struggle the knife was 
bent and he succeeded in scratching 
me on toe head. Afterward he ran 
down some steps toward Rehov 
Hagai. I pulled out my gun and

managed to get a shot off, 
apparently I didn’t hit him.” 

After toe atiacEer got away, Jian 
returned to toe Via Dolorosa, where 
a squad of soldiers bad already 
gathered. The soldiers gave Jian first 
aid, after which he was rushed to 
hospital. 

Large forces of police and Border 
Police closed off toe area, arresting 
scores for questioning. During toe 
course of toe search, toe kitchen 
knife used in the attack was found. 

Shopowners closed their stores 
within moments of the attack. 

This was the third attack in less 
than a month. Investigators believe 
that toe stabbings were carried out 
by a number of men, but are not 
ruling out completely that just one 
could be behind the assaults. 

Police last night dispersed a group 
of some 40 Jews who had gathered to 
pray near Damascus Gate in reac- 
tion to toe stabbing. Jerusalem 
police told Israel radio that the 
gathering was illegal and had thus 
been broken up. (Itim) 


FBI arrests ex-specialist at top-secret agency 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). r A for- 
mer communications specialist at toe 
super-secret U.S. National Security 
Agency (NSA), arrested yesterday 
on charges of spying for Moscow was 
identified by Vitaly Yurchenko, toe' 
quasi-defector and senior Soviet is-, 
telligence officer, Reagan adminis- 
tration officiate said. 

They said Roaald Felton was one 
of at least three former U.S. intelli- 
gence officers named as spies by 
Yurchenko, who defected to the 
West last summer but returned to 
Moscow early this month after 
charging that he had been drugged 
and kidnapped. 

Pelron, a 14-year veteran of NSA, 


was alleged to have gone to the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington for 
the first time in 1980 and had been 
paid about $35,000 for providing 
U.S. defence secrets since then, they 
said. 

The arrest of Pelton, 44. now a 
boat salesman, was the third espion- 
age case to rock Washington in five 
days. 

Last Thursday, U.S. Navy intelli- 
gence analyst Jonathan Pollard, 31, 
was arrested on charges of passing 
unlitary secrets, mainly to Israel. 

On Friday agents arrested former 
CIA analyst Larry Wu-Tai Chin, 63, 
on charges that he had spied for 
China during a 30-year career with 


the CIA. 

The arrest of Pelton, who worked 
at NSA from 1965 until 1979, came 
when he was seized by agents with- 
out incident at a hotel in Maryland, 
toe Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) said. 

NSA, the most secret and largest 
of the U.S. intelligence agencies, 
monitors communications around 
the world through electronic listen- 
ing posts and intelligence-gathering 
satellites. It also specializes in toe 
cracking of secret codes. 

For years after its creation in 1952, 
the government reused to acknow- 
ledge that NSA even existed because 
of its sensitive mission. 


Widowed Ethiopians can't remarry

Scores of widowed Ethiopian Jew- 
ish immigrants, both wen and 
women, are unable to remarry here 
both because they are unw illing to 
undergo the symbolic conversion 
ceremony ordered by the Chief Rab- 
binate, and because they cannot 
prove conclusively that their spouses 
are dead. 

The plight of this group of Ethio- 
pian immigrants, who lost their 
wives or husbands during toe peri- 
lous journey to Israel, was revealed 
yesterday at a press conference in 
Tel Aviv. 

The speakers, leaders of the Beta 
,J£israel : group which organized last 
skmtb’s sit-down strike of Ethio- 
opposite the Chief Rabbinate 
Jerusalem, said many of the 
widowed men and women have 


small children. 

“What are they to do, ask the 
Sudanese government to provide 
proof of death?” Moshe Rahamim, 
one of the spokesmen, asked. 

The leaders of Beta Yisrael 
charged that the chief rabbis had lied 
to teem in the agreement that 
brought the sit-down strike to an 
end, telling them that only indi- 
viduals would have to undergo im- 
mersion. They also claimed that 
there is a concerted effort on the part 
of the Oiief Rabbinate and the Jew- 
ish Agency to discredit their group, 
which they daim has toe support of 
95 per cent of the Ethiopian Jewish 
community. 

They strenuously denied recent 
press reports that the group fosters 
violence or that it is Marxist. The 
leadership of their' organization^ 


they said, bad been elected in 
absorption centres. 

In an effort to press their claims, 
they said they would go agwin to 
Prime Minister Peres who they said 
has told them to come to him if they 
have any difficulties. 

In response to the charges, a 
spokesman for the Chief Rabbinate 
denied categorically that only indi- 
viduate would have to undergo the 
symbolic conversion ceremony. The 
agreement, toe spokesman said, in- 
dicated that exemption from immer- 
sion would be granted only for those 
about whom there was “no halaehV 
doubt” concerning their Jewish 
lineage. 

There is, the spokesman added, 
halachtc doubt concerning tbe 
lineage of the entire co mmuni ty, and 
this had been made dear to them. 


U.S. was ready 
to use its own 
anti-terror unit

WASHINGTON. - The U.S. was 
prepared to use its own anti-terrorist 
forces to try to rescue toe hostages 
aboard toe ill-fated Egyptair flight, 
but toe Maltese government re- 
jected any such U.S. role. 

Still, toe Reagan administration 
yesterday praised toe use of toe 
Egyptian commando team to storm 
toe aircraft. 

“The United States supports the 
difficult decision of toe governments 
of Malta and Egypt to rad the brutal 
terrorist hijacking of Egyptair Flight 
648,” toe State Department said 
shortly after word of toe assault 
reached Washington. “The tenor' 
ists commandeered the aircraft and 
then m ordered and wounded inno- 
cent passengers, including Amer- 
icans.’’ 

“We are saddened by the tragic 
loss of innocent life resulting from 
this act of terrorism,” toe statement 
continued. “Terrorism, by its very 
nature, rejects toe values civilized 
peoples hold dear. Those who direct 
and support these despicable acts 
must know that we remain deter- 
mined that justice be done. We call 
on toe international community of 
nations to cooperate in ending this 
scourge against humanity.” 

U.S. officials said they had been 
informed of toe operation by Egypt 
several hours in advance of the 
assault. The administration offered 
to provide military assistance, U.S. 
officials said, but Malta did not want 
any American participation. 

The U.S. had assured Egypt that 
American military forces would 
“check” any Libyan reaction -if one 
should be forthcoming against 
Egypt. There. is widespread suspi- 
cion in Washington that the hijack- 
ers, believed to be mostly Palesti- 
nians, were associated with Libya. 

“We must stamp out this terrorist 
activity,” Secretaiy of State George 
Shultz said on Sunday, just hours 
before toe rescue operation. “These 
people are not worth the time of day. 
They’re not even people, doing what 
they’re doing.... Terrorists deserve 
no quarter; terrorists should have no 
place to hide. The way to get after 
these people is to get after them with 
both barrels.” 

In Washington, there was dis- 
appointment that toe Egyptian op- 
eration bad not been more success- 
ful. American specialists in fighting 
terrorism, appearing on various tele- 
vision news programmes, said toe 
Egyptian record in such commando 
operations was Dot good. They recal- 
led that Egypt’s anti-terrorist force 
suffered 25 casualties in 1978 when it 
tried to free passengers held by 
Palestinians in Cypres. 

The upshot of their remarks was 
that a more active U.S. military role 
in the rescue operation might have 
made a difference. 

Appearing on the CBS-TV morn- 
ing news, Israeli UN Ambassador 
Binyaznia Netanyahu defended the 
Egyptian decision as absolutely 
essential, although he too lamented 
the heavy loss of life. A CBS anchor- 
man recalled that Netanyahu's older 
brother Yonatan had led toe rescue 
operation at Entebbe in 1976. 


Israeli women were selected for shooting 

little chance 
for Israeli 
hijack victim

The Israeli and American pas- 
sengers on the hijacked Egyptair 
plane were deliberately selected 
by the terrorists , for shooting, 
other passengers on the plane 
reported yesterday. 

Of the two Israeli women shot, 
Nrtzan Mendelson last night was 
said to be in critical condition, 
while Tamar Artzi was reported 
stable. 

Mendelson, 23, from Kibbutz 
Revivim, has a bullet lodged in 
her skull, has suffered severe 
brain damage and is in a coma. 

Hadassah Hospital’s ;Prof. 
Mprdechai Shalit, who flew to 
Malta to operate on Mendelsdn, 
said last night there is nothing 
that can be done to save her. 

Maltese officials said that 59 peo- 
ple died when the Egyptian com- 
mandos stormed the plane at Luca 
airport, in Valletta on Sunday even- 
ing, and that one American woman- 
later identified as Scarlett Maria 
Rogenkamp -had been shot dead by 
the hijackers several hours before 
toe rescue attempts. 

The Boeing 737 was hijacked on 
Saturday nigh t after leaving Athens 
for Cairo. 

Eyewitnesses said that during 
Sunday morning toe hijackers called 
for all Egyptian, Filipino and Greek 
women to get up and leave toe plane. 
Then they called for Israeli women. 

“As tire first Israeli woman got to 
toe steps, toe leader of the hijackers 
stepped behind her and shot her,” 
according to 46-year-old Australian 
passrager Anthony Lyons. 

Speaking from Ins Maltese hospit- 


*aJ bed, Lyons said he had not seen" 
the trigger pulled, but heard the 
body fall. 

“Then they tried to drag the 
(second) little Israeli girl, who was 
crying and screaming, across the 
floor. They got her to toe door and 
she was stopping herself going 
through the door. The terrorist lock- 
ed and pushed her and shot her.” 

Shalit said that the two Israelis 
were shot hours before the storming 
of theplane and lay on the tarmac for 
some time before they could be 
readied and given medical care. 

Artzi, 24, was shot in toe ear and 
stomach . 

The two Israelis are being treated 
in Valletta's St. Luke’s hospital, and 
tha af paren t s flew out yesterday to be 
with them. 

Lyons went on to describe bow the 
hijackers next called for the Amer- 
ican passengers and shot them. 

Gilbert Briard, a 36-year-old 
French passenger also saw the shoot- 
ings: “There were three young 
Americans, a young man and two 
women. They (the hijackers) called 
them and tied their hands behind 
their backs. They first shot toe boy, 
then waited about an hour to shoot 
the second person and then at noon 
(on Sunday) shot the third.” , . 

Among those killed in toe Sunday 
night assault were four of toe five 
hijackers and nine children, said the 
spokesman for the Maltese govern- 
ment, Paul Mifsud. 

Survivors included the fifth hi- 
jacker, Who underwent surgery at a 
Maltese hospital, and seven people 
who had been wounded by the hi- 
jackers earlier in the 2-hour standoff 
at Lnqa. Thirty people are receiving 
hospital treatment, officials said.

Two IDF soldiers

At the end of last week, two Israeli 
soldiers were wounded in a firefigbt 
with gunmen in toe same area. Two 
gunmen were killed in toe exchange 
and two others wounded.

By ARYEH RUBINSTEIN 
Post Knesset Reporter 
Military court judges will be more 
independent of IDF command struc- 
ture. there will be more civilian 
influence on military justice, and 
more professionalism will be intro- 
duced in the military courts under an 
amendment to the Military Justice 
Law that passed its first reading in 
the Knesset yesterday. 

The amendment is based largely 
on the recommendations of the 
Shamgar Committee, which were 
drafted eight years ago. One recom- 
mendation that was rejected by the 
ministerial committee on legislation 
called for abolishing the right of the 
defence minister, the chief of gener- 
al staff and the three commanding 
generals, to mitigate sentences. 

The failure of the government’s 
bill to incorporate the proposed 
change was the main criticism ex- 
pressed in yesterday's debate, 
although the bill in general had a 
favourable reception. 

Mordechai Virshubski (Shinui) 


said that giving a senior officer wbo 
is not a jurist the right to mitigate a 
jail sentence to a suspended sent- 
ence is a mockery of justice. 

Haim Ramon (Alignment) said 
that this point should be the cardinal 
issue discussed in committee when 
the amendment is prepared for its 
second reading. Mordechai Bar-On 
(Citizens Rights Movement) said 
that the present system opens the 
door to protectionism. David Libai 
(Alignment) also regretted the gov- 
ernment’s failure to change this, but 
he thought it more important to pass 
the bill quickly than to delay it in 
argument on this point. - 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
in his reply to the debate, defended- 
the maintenance of the status quo. If 
the military courts were separated 
completely from the command struc- 
ture. why have a separate military 
judicial system at all? he asked. 

At present, the members of the 
Military Court of Appeals are re- 
quired to have a law degree and sly 
years of legal experience, but not the 


President of the Court or the Reliev- 
ing President. Under the amend- 
ment, they will all aeed law degrees 
and seven years’ experience. 

Perhaps even more revolutionary 
is the method of appointment of 
military court judges, which up to 
now has been an internal IDF affair. 

The President of the Appeals 
Court is now appointed (formally) 
by the State President on the recom- 
mendation of the chief of general 
staff (transmitted to him by the 
minister of defence); the members of 
the appeals court are appointed by 
the minister on the recommendation 
of the CGS; and the judges of the 
lower courts are appointed by the 
CGS oa the recomendation of the 
president of the court of appeals. 

Under the amendment, all milit- 
ary court judges will be appointed by 
the state president on the recom- 
mendation of a nine-man appoint- 
ments committee headed by the de- 
fence minister. The other eight are 
divided evenly between civilian jur- 
ists and the military. 


In the first group are the justice 
minister, the president of the Sup- 
reme Court, another Supreme Court 
justice chosen by the court, and a 
representative of the Bar Associa- 
tion. 

In the second group are the chief 
of general staff, the head of the 
IDFs Manpower Division, the pres- 
ident of the Military Court of 
Appeals, and a member of the court 
chosen by the president. 

Yair Tsaban (Mapam) called for 
introducing the right to appeal 
against sentences of military courts 
in the administered areas. 

Libai stressed the Importance of 
the new appointments system. To- 
day, the army judicial system is de- 
pendent on the IDF command struc- 
ture and the CGS. A judge who was 
interested in getting ahead knew 
what decisions would be favoured. 
Furthermore, appointments to milit- 
ary courts do not go to the best jurist, 
bur often as a reward to a good 
officer.

Gush insists nothing wrong 
with support for settlements

Gush Emunim stated yesterday 
there is nothing wrong with the gov- 
ernment financially propping up 
their settlements in the West Bank. 

"The Jewish people have invested 
billions of dollars in settlement. Jew- 
ish history is fall of examples of 
support for the settlement of Eretz 
Yisrael, and such settlement was 
never profitable,” Noam Amon. the 
movement's spokesman, said yester- 
day. The government also supports 
Kibbutz Sde Boker in the Negev and 
Degania in the north, he argued. 

Anton was reacting to a study by 
the West Bank Data Project under 
Meron Benvenisti. Benvenisti said 
that the government is propping up 
the West Bank settlements and that 
if it withdrew its support most of 
them would collapse. 

Arnon did not dispute Benvenis- 
ri’s figures, which are based on offi- 
cial statistics. But he said Benvenis- 
ti's political views coloured his inter- 
pretation of those figures. Benvenis- 
ti is a prominent member of the 
Citizens Rights Movement. 

The Gush Emunim spokesman 
was particularly annoyed over Ben- 
venistfs conclusion that Gush Emu- 
nim has practically run out of sup- 


porters willing to move to difficult 
areas. Benvenisti based this conclu- 
sion on the finding that the settler 
population in “tough” areas had 
increased by only 850 duringthe past 
year, much of that probably from 
natural increase. 


Amon said that over the past year 
10 settlements, with a total of 150 
families, have been established in 
difficult areas. “The idealists are 
there, though they are few in num- 
ber.” he said. 


“Gush Emunim never intended to 
be a lone pioneer. Thank God the 

3.000 idealists showed the way to 
tens of thousands of others,” he said. 
According to Benvenisti some 

52.000 Jews live in the West Bank. 
Beavenisti found that West Bank 

settlements have cost the govern- 
ment hundreds of millions of dollars 
and that the per-capita aid to West 
Bank settlers far exceeds that given 
to residents of the Negev, the 
Galilee or underdeveloped towns in 
Israel proper. Amon said that* the 
settlements in Israel proper were 
established long ago. and as a result 
they need funds only for "mainte- 
nance.” “Obviously the investment 
in infrastructure (in the West Bank) 
is higher,” he added.

indication of the position of the 
boundary to work from. 

Yet he managed to improve the 
British geographical position oppo- 
site Taba by carrying out a signifi- 
cant alteration of the boundary at 
Taba. 

The completed 1915 map - drawn 
by Lawrence and edited by Newcome 
-showed, for the first time, a bound- 
ary post just where the British, 
wanted it, and a new boundary 
placed in relation to Akaba - again 
just where the British wanted it. 

As it happened, this map became 
established as the mother of all Sinai 
maps. British, Egyptian. French. 
German, Russian and much later 
also Israeli. It came with such im- 
pressive credentials that it was never 
questioned until very recently. 

The two surveys on which the map 
was based carnal such weighty pro- 
fessional credentials that their read- 
ing of the boundary - as supposedly 
reflected on the 1915 map - was 
generally accepted as more profes- 
sionally accurate than the earlier 
1906 survey which laid down the 
original and agreed boundary ter- 
minal west of the Granite Rock on the 
shore of Taba. 

The Egyptians reinforced their 
claim with stress on Boundary Post 
91, shown to be at the terminal point 
on the 1915 map, 1km east of Bir 
Taba. 

Prior to the discovery or this latest 
batch of original drawings and notes 
and. particularly. Newcombe’s and 
Lawrence's private letters concern- 
ing the survey and tbe 1915 map, it 
was claimed even by those who did 
not accept tbe new boundary that it 
was probably the result of a genuine 
error by Newcombe on the basis of 
erroneous field reports. 

But there were no field reports and 
therefore no room for error, only for 
invention and falsification. New- 
combe mid Lawrence — who actually 
drew the map - were highly profes- 
sional cartographers. They had 
available to them, apart from their 
own incomplete Sinai and South 
Palestine Surveys, earlier maps pre- 
pared by their own department, the 
Geographical Section of the General 
Staff of the British War Office, pro- 
duced in 1906, 1907 and 1913. 

They also had access to the 1912 
Admiralty Chart of the Gulf of Aka- 
ba which was based on an indepen- 
dent Royal Navy Survey which in- 
cluded the Taba region and the Taba 
end of the boundary. But most signi- 
ficantly. all the papers, notes and 
maps of the 1906 survey and de- 
marcation of the boundary held by 
the Survey of Egypt were accessible 
to Lawnence.for he was in charge of 
liaison between the War Office and 
the Survey of Egypt at the time when 
be was drawing the map.

All these original maps, notes and 
snrveys confirmed the terminal posi- 
tion of the boundary dose to the well 
and tbe Doum Palms on the shore at 
Taba, with added precision of the 
coordinates of longitude and latitude 
established in the 1906 demarcation 
of the boundary. 

Another item of singular evidence 
has also come to light which must 
have been available to Newcombe. A 
very large-scale and sharp map of the 
boundary in Arabic, which was 
attached to the agreement of October 
1 1906, printed in Cairo in 1906 and 
registered in the official archives on 
23 October 1906, has also become 
available. 

This most authoritative map clear- 
ly shows the boundary terminal at 
Taba as agreed in the joint Egyptian- 
Turkish demarcation, in the precise 
terms ofhmgitude and latitude of the 
demarcation: some 120 metres west 
of the Granite Rock on tbe shore at 
Taba -about 1km west of the position 
claimed by Egypt and shown on the 
Newcombe- Lawrence map. 

All this evidence was available to 
Newcombe and Lawrence - just as it 
is now available to tbe authorities in 
Cairo. Newcombe and Lawrence 
chose to ignore it. 

Under these conditions and the 
non-existing surveys on which the 
1915 map was supposed to be based, 
the drawing of tbe new boundary was 
patently a forgery. 

This was not an altogether un- 
precedented practice in British 
imperial map-making. It was 
often used at that time on the 
Indian frontier and in Africa to 
regain positions lost by diplomats 
and poGtirians, strategic inks in 
the one instance, gold and di- 
amond mines in the other. 

- Taba was just one more example. 
But neither Newcombe nor Lawrence 
was a tyro when it came to tampering 
with maps. They were not such be- 
ginners as to confute their adjust- 
ments to the boundary alone, they 
had to muddle the whole presentation 
of the map and they did this by 
moving ion the map) the 35° meri- 
dian. 

Iii all major previous snrveys, in- 
cluding those of Kitchener. Mackin- 
der and Palmer, the meridian was 
mapped as passing lkm west of Aka- 
ba. Suddenly in the 1915 map, it 
moved lkm to the east and passed 
through Akaba. This of course threw 
all the coordinates carefully fixed 


during the 1906 demacation into con- 
fusion. Transferred to the 
Newcombe- Lawrence map, the lon- 
gitudes and latitudes of 1906 became 
nonsense. 

Fortunately, we have a vivid 
account by Lawrence's senior col- 
league - tbe Head of the Survey of 
Egypt, Sir Ernest Dowson - of how 
Lawrence worked. His criterion was 
to “meet tbe burning needs of the 
moment.” With his preoccupation 
with the coming Arab revolt and 
Kitchener's concern with the Tur- 
kish position in Akaba. the burning 
need was not to worry too much 
about the old realities of the bound- 
ary, bnt rather to position it where 
“it was most desirable.” 

The forged map on which the 
Egyptians base their Taba claim was 
designed to meet a British imperial 
desire, not an Egyptian desire. 

But it is Egypt which is now lum- 
bered with Lawrence’s forged 1915 
effort and with the dubious boundary 
post which first made its appearance 
on this most suspect of maps.

Knesset panel 
rejects charge 
MKs’ medical 
care exorbitant

The House Committee yesterday 
rejected allegations that present and 
former Knesset members are milk- 
ing the public purse for extravagant 
healthcare. 

During the six months from April 
to September this year, tbe commit- 
tee said, extra health care for current 
MKs cost a total of IS550.139. while 
extra health care for former MKs 
cost a total of IS11.3m. 

“Extra health care for present and 
former MKs involves a small number 
of marginal and exceptional cases. 
Ideas circulating among the public 
about MKs’ health privileges are 
without foundation,” the committee 
said. 

All MKs pay health-fund dues, it 
said. “By comparison with other 
public officials (such as ministers, 
chief rabbis and ministry direct ors- 
geuerai) entitled to health care from 
Treasury funds, what MKs get is 
minimal,” the committee said. 

The entire range of MKs 1 salaries 
and benefits is now under review by 
the Nebenzahl Committee, a public 
body appointed by tbe Knesset 
Speaker, the committee said. Hence 
net special study of health-care. be?., 
nefits is calledJor.it said. - i . a* . 
; When the public agitation aboftf 
free health-care privileges for VIPs 
was mentioned at the coalition ex- 
ecutive meeting yesterday. Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim. Likud fac- 
tion chairman Sara Doron, and 
Alignment deputy speaker Aharon 
Nahmias all claimed that as far as 
MKs are concerned, the fuss is ex- 
aggerated. 

Elsewhere in the Knesset, Chaika 
Grossman (Mapam) and Yosef Sarid 
(CRM) said all MKs’ free health care 
should be abolished.

Malta said a passenger list issued 
by tbe Egyptian authoritiesincluded

Israelis, two Spaniards, two French, 
a Tunisian and six crew members. 

Mi feud, wbo reported the deaths 
by either “bullet or fire” said that 
about 25 to 30 survivors were taken 
off the Boeing 737 jet after the raid. 

Malta’s state-run television said 
about 80 people were on the jetliner 
when tbe commandos attacked. 

Eleven female passengers were 
released about 12 hours before tbe 
storming. 

An Egyptian government state- 
ment said the hijackers were from a 
splinter group of the PLO and work- 
ed for an unnamed Arab country 
“known for practising terrorism and 
harbouring terrorists." 

It did not name the country but 
said that during the airport drama, 
the Libyan ambassador to Malta 
talked with the hijackers from the 
control tower, then left for Tripoli. 

Tbe U.S. is investigating the possi- 
bility of a Libyan connection in the 
hijacking, U.S. officials said yester- 
day. 

Officials cautioned that there is a 
long way to go before any such 
connection could be proved or dis- 
proved. bur they said the initial evi- 
dence is very strong. 

“A- Libyan connection screams 
but as a logical assumption,” said 
one official. 

the mainstream PLO condemned 
the hijack and chairman Yasser Ara- 
fat sent condolences to Egyptian 
President Mubarak. 

Another statement broadcast in 
the name of Mubarak regretted “the 
involvement of certain Arab coun- 
tries in the criminal practices which 
have wrought nothing but destruc- 
tion and damage. 

Mubarak sent condolences to the 
families of tbe dead. 

Militap' sources said army and air 
force units remained on alert yester- 
day in western Egypt, adjoining 
Libya, and two main roads leading to 
the border were closed. 

The Cairo statement said the hi- 
jacker’s demands were not known. 

A group calling itself the Egypt 
Liberation Organization said in let- 
ters to Kuwaiti newspapers that the 
hijack was aimed at “the regime of 
Hosni Mubarak and tbe presence of 
America and the Zionists on Egyp- 
tian territory.

(acquired immune deficiency syn- 
drome) is apparently found, in the 
saliva in the early stages of the dis- 
ease," Prof. Adi Garftmkel, head of 
Hadassah's Oral Medicine Service, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Starting December I, the service 
will examine the mouth of any person 
who fears he or she has been exposed 
to Aids. "The early signs of Aids are 
likely to be discovered in the mouth.' 1 
said GarfnnkeL "These are char- 
acterized by a heavy monolisis, a 
long-lasting fungal infection that has 
resisted treatmenL** 

Garftmkel stressed that die service 
would not provide a diagnosis of 
Aids, but would refer suspected cases 
for more thorough testing at the 


hospital. The decision to offer such 
screening to the public - particularly 
to high-risk groups like homosexuals 
- was made after apparent signs of 
Aids were found in the mouth of a 
man recently examined by the ser- 
vice. 

‘‘We want to calm the public," 
stressed Garfunkel. ♦♦There are 
things that can be done and should be 
done to combat Aids. One of these is 
early detection.** 

While it is just being introduced in 
Israel, the oral detection of signs of 
Aids has become routine practice in 
the U.S., said Garftmkel. “If routine 
precautions are taken, dentists can 
treat suspected Aids cases without 
fear of infection,** be noted. 

Such precautions are similar to 
those used in treating sufferers of 
infectious hepatitis, such as steriliz- 
ing instruments. In any event, noted 
Garftmkel, “There is no evidence 
that the Aids virus Is transmitted via 
saliva.** 


Dispute over TV time slot 
takes English show off air

Israel Television’s English- 
language magazine programme Hel- 
lo Jerusalem, seen two Fridays ago in 
the 4 p.m. slot, 1 has been indefintely 
suspended because ITV did not file a 
formal request for the time slot. 
Education Minister Navon told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Navon, the minister responsible 
for the Broadcasting Authority, said 
that he had not complained when 
ITV presented Hello Jerusalem on 
November 15, but when ITV 
announced that it would continue 
the Friday afternoon broadcasts 
without applying for the time slot, he 
decided to put tus foot down. “They 
didn’t have the authority to broad- 
cast at 4 p.m. on Friday, so I told 
them to stop. 

The source of the dispute over the 
programme is a two-year struggle for 
air time between ITV and Educa- 
tional Television which screened a 
programme on composer Franz Liszt 
in tire magazine's stead. ITV had 
assumed that the slot was theirs 
because if its proximity to the Sab- 
bath', during which Educational TV 
does not broadcast. The Sabbath 
began only minutes after the start of 
the Liszt programme, which was 
sponsored by Carmel Carpets, a 
company headed by Agudat Yisrael 
MK Avraham Shapira. 


Navon warned ITV, he said, that 
defiance of regulations would have 
unpleasant consequences. In the 
event that be would have to use his 
parliamentary powers, he would 
turn to Communications Minister 
Amnon Rubinstein for tire technical 
assistance required to take ITV off 
the air, he added. 

He was happy, he said, that it did 
not have to come to that, but the 
DBA management committee was far 
from happy. It has long argued that 
Educational Television should re- 
main true to its original purpose, 
namely to broadcast to schools. It 
should not. contends the mange- 
meat committee, continue to broad- 
cast well after school hours, especial- 
ly on Fridays when so many adult 
viewers are home. 

Up until two years ago. Educa- 
tional TV used to close its Friday 
broadcasts at 3 p.m. IBA Finance 
Committee chairman David Admon 
noted that Educational TV is tread- 
ing a dangerously thin line and was 
standing on the very edge of its legal 
rights. Admon charged Educational 
TV is losing its educational identity 
and is transforming itself into a 
general television station. 

Navon is to convene a meeting 
between the two camps within the 
next few days with the objective of 
reaching an accommodation over 
Friday afternoon telecasts. 


Attempt foiled to settle near Jericho 


Security forces late Sunday night 
foiled a third attempt to establish a 
Jewish serclment near a 6th-century 
synagogue north of Jericho. An ear- 
lier attempt was stopped on Friday 
and Saturday. 

A defence source said Sunday 
night's attempt was carried out by six 
people who had reached the area 
some 500 metres north of Jericbo 
and were turned back. Bur Gershon 
Salomon, the leader of the settlers' 
organization, the “Faithful of the 


Land of Israel,” said some 10 to 15 
people had been there. 

The would-be settlers first arrived 
at the site late Friday, but the army 
evacuated them to a military base in 
the Jordan valley where they spent 
the Sabbath. Some who returned 
Saturday night were arrested and 
subsequently released. 

Salomon told The Jerusalem Post 
the group wanted to settle in Jericho 
to foil any possibility of returning it 
to Jordan.

Pilot says 
pirates were 
bloodthirsty’ 

VALLETTA (AP). - The blood on 
his jacket, had barely dried 
when pilot Hani Gala! described 
how he had swung a fire axe at a 
hijacker while Egyptian troops 
stormed his jet to end a hostage 
drama. 

“It was hell, 1 ' Galal said at a news 
conference yesterday, describing the 
ordeal that ended with about 60 
people dead when hijackers tossed 
grenades and the storming troops 
responded with gunfire. 

Galal said the Egyptian raid was 
“our only hope.” 

Calmly, the swarthy, unshaven 
airline captain described the hijack- 
ing and the commando raid that 
prompted the “desperate and blood- 
thirsty" sky pirates to fire their guns 
and throw hand grenades at the 
passengers. 

The ringleader, never identifying 
himself, kept a revolver trained on 
Galal throughout the ordeal, joked 
after he shot and wounded passen- 
gers, and laughed after trilling, the 
pilot said. 

When the hijacker realized Sun- 
day evening that Egyptian troops 
had blown open the plane in a bid to 
end the hijacking, Galal said the 
man hurled a grenade into the pas- 
sengers' cabin. 

The hijacker, remembering he 
had momentarily let the captain out 
of his sight, spun around and shot at 
him , but the bullet only grazed Gal- 
al’s head. 

Gala 1 grabbed a fire axe and 
struck his captoT, who fell to the 
floor. The pilot said be thought the 
hijacker had died. 

With bloodstains on his navy-blue 
Egyptair pilot's jacket and a white 
bandage around his head, Galal, 39. 
told reporters that the hijackers took 
control of the plane about 10 mi- 
nutes into the flight. 

Galal said that judging by their 
accent, the hijackers seemed to be 
Palestinian. He said they had told 
him if the plane was not refuelled 
they would kill a passenger every 15 
minutes. 

“After the third execution I was 
prepared to do anything to prevent 
more killing,” he said.

But a Maltese government 
spokesman said that afterword came 
that the hijackers had begun killing 
their captives, the government de- 
cided it would not give into the 
demand for fuel. 

Reports varied on the number of 
people injured or killed before the 
raid, with the Maltese government 
confirming only one death and seven 
injuries. 

The sky pirates, who Gala! said 
numbered at least four, gathered all 
the passports and chose Israelis and 
Americans “for execution,” The 
pilot quoted the leader as saying. 

Galal. who has been a pilot for 15 
years, defended the decision to 
storm the plane, saying, “You can’t 
guarantee it will be a dean opera- 
tion. There have to be some casual- 
ties." 


Doctors rebuild 
woman’s heel

A woman from the village of Beit 
Hanina, a north Jerusalem suburb, 
who was injured in a road aeddent a 
year and a half ago, has successfully 
undergone reconstruction of her 
heel, involving a muscle transplant, 
Shaare Zedek Hospital announced 
yesterday. 

Fatima Alkan, 54,. a seamstress, 
needed the operation to avoid 
amputation of her leg and the fitting 
of a prosthesis, which would have 
restricted her ability to operate her 
sewing machine. 

The surgery was performed at the 
Jerusalem hospital's Department of 
Plastic and Maxillofacial Surgery by 
two teams of doctors headed by* Dr. 
Binyamina Rosen berg- Hagen. 

The operation took 10 hours, dur- 
ing which a muscle was transplanted 
from her back to her heel and con- 
nected to blood vessels and nerves in 
a micro-surgical procedure. The op- 
eration, known as “transfer of a free 
flap.” is done when there is a lack of 
soft tissue in the body and is suitable 
to reconstruct the face or the limbs. 
Such surgery is routine in large U.S. 
hospitals, but in Israel only a few 
hospitals have the equipment and 
personnel to do such operations. 

Prof. Nahum Ben-Hur, head of 
the department, stated that the op- 
eration was completely successful.

Hijack survivor says: 

Commandos shot at everyone 
in sight indiscriminately 


VALLETTA. — An Australian sur- 
vivor of the hijacked Egyptair plane 
said yesterday Egyptian commandos 
appeared to have shot passengers as 
well as hijackers in storming the 
aircraft at Velletta Airport. 

Maltese officials said well over 60 
people were killed Sunday night after 
die hijackers tossed three grenades 
among the passengers ana in the 
subsequent shoot-out with the com- 
mandos. 

Anthony "Lyons, a 46-year-old 
Australian now lilting in Britain, said 
from his bed in St. Luke's Hospital 
he bad been sitting in the fifth row of 
seats when the Egyptian anti- 
terrorism force boarded. 

“I didn’t see anything. I was only 
aware of a tremendous heat and 
overpowering cloud of smoke when 
they set off the grenades," he said. 

“I bad my head down to keep out 
of the way of the bullets. There was a 
very loud bang, a lot of shooting and 
the heat was intense. 

“When I got out of the plane, I 
ducked for cover because there was 
stiil a lot of shooting. The Egyptian 
commandos did not know who were 
hijackers, and in my opinion, any- 
one who was killed by bullets was 
probably killed by the Egyptians,” 
be said. 

Lyons said his escape from the 
plane had been a matter of self- 
preservation. 

“If you cannot breathe, you just 
try to get to air. I stepp&l over 
bodies and got out to the door and 


fell out on the tarmac,'* he said. 

The plane's co-pilot, Emad 
Bahey, in the same ward with a 
bandaged leg from a bullet wound, 
said be had spent most of the time in 
the cockpit after the plane was hi- 
jacked. 

He said of the rescue operation: 
“Suddenly we heard bullets in the 
cabin. It sounded as if there was a big 
bomb inside the cabin. Then the first 
bullets began to fly.” ‘ 

Meanwhile an American woman 
who was wounded aboard the plane 
bad been forced to kneel when ter- 
rorists shot her in the back of the 
head and threw her off the jetliner, 
her family said in New York yester- 
day. 

Jackie Nink Pflug, apparently left 
for dead by the hijackers, was one of 
three Americans aboard the flight, 
the State Department said Sunday. 

Pflug. 30, a special-education 
teacher in Cairo, was undergoing 
surgery in Malta on Sunday night, 
her family said. 

"They shot her in a kneeling posi- 
tion and threw her out of the air- 
plane. She landed on her face and 
broke her nose," Pflug's lather said 
from his home in Pasadena, Texas. 

A family spokesman said Pflug's 
hands were tied behind her back 
before she was shot. “Getting off the 
plane early is what saved her - 
before the commandos rushed the 
plane," be said. 

Pflug and her husband, Scott, 


teach at American College School in 
Cairo. Scott Pflug, a volleyball 
coach, was in Athens for a tourna- 
ment, said his mother, June Pflug. _ 

The other Americans were identi- 
fied as Scarlett Rogenkamp. 38, of 
Oceanside. California, and Patrick 
Scott Baker, 28, of White Salmon, 
Washington. 

A spokesman for Malta said one 
woman, probably an American, was 
shot to death before the assault and 
ber body thrown off the plane. 
Another woman was thrown from 
the plane with a head wound and left 
for dead, he said. 

Joel Levy, the deputy U.S. 
Embassy chief in Malta, told repor- 
ters that one of the three Americans 
was killed. 

Baker’s mother. Lois, said a bullet 
grazed the back of her son's head 
and be feigned death by lying in a 
pool of blood. 

“He slumped forward and pre- 
tended he was dead," Mrs. Baker 
said. “When they turned their backs, 
he rolled off of the plane somehow." 

Baker then hid under the plane, 
said his brother Craig, 27. 

Mrs. Baker said she and her hus- 
band, Jerry, spoke to their son 
Saturday when they telephoned him 
at a hospital on Malta. 

She said ber son, a graduate of 
Washington State University, has 
been travelling around the world for 
three years. “He’s been travelling 
with friends and they had parted 
after being in Istanbul she said. 


Pilot associations say: 

Air crews condemn sky marshals 


PARIS. - The Egyptair hijacking 
highlighted the futility of placing 
security guards aboard airliners, 
French and West German flight en- 
gineers and pilots said yesterday. 

The presence- of armed guards 
aboard planes is “totally unsuitable 
and even dangerous," France's flight 
engineers' union. Snomac, said. 

Shortly after the hijacking an 
Egyptian sky marshal shot at one of 
the terrorists in the cabin. Apparent- 
ly the guard was k filed and two 
stewardesses and a hijacker were 
wounded in the gunfight 

The disaster also underlined the 
need to improve airport security and 
inspections of luggage of transit pas- 
sengers, the union said. 

Snomac, which represents most of 
France’s flight engineers, said it was 
awaiting the results of inquiries into 
the disaster before deciding whether 
to call for action against Athens 
Airport. 

'Die West German pilots associa- 
tion, Cockpit, said it opposes the 
presence of armed guards aboard 
aircraft. 

“The presence of armed guards 
aboard planes only leads to an 
escalation of danger and violence , as 
shown by the latest incident at Val- 
letta Airport,” Cockpit head Guen- 
ther Schweser said in a Cologne 
radio interview. 

Schweser also told the radio sta- 


tion be saw no reason for a boycott of 
Athens Airport. 

However West German Interior 
Minister Friedrich Zimmermann 
was quoted yesterday as calling for a 
boycott of Athens Airport following 
the hijacking. 

“We cannot accept that terrorists 
continue to find loopholes (in secur- 
ity) at airports like Athens and man- 
age to smuggle hand grenades 
aboard planes," Zimm ermann was 
quoted as saying in an interview with 
the mass-circulation newspaper 
BUd. 

The president of the Greek tourist 
organization yesterday strongly de- 
fended airport security in Athens, 
saying Greece is the “safest country 
in the world.” 

Kostas Kyriazis described attacks 
on Athens Airport security as ’‘part 
of adefamatoiy campaign aimed at 
slandering Greece." 

In June the U.S. government told 
Americans to avoid Athens airport 
after an Athens-Rome flight was 
hijacked. It withdrew this advice a 
few weeks later when Greece tight- 
ened security and dropped plans to 
expel private security firms from the 
aiipoort. 

■ Kyriazis commented that after the 
Greek-U.S. row die International 
Air Transport Authority (lata) had 
confirmed that it considered the air- 
port safe. 


Alternate Public Order Minister 
Athanasios Tsouras said be was 
“almost certain” the hijackers had 
not brought their weapons through 
Athens Airport. He added that 
security checks there had intensified 
recently. 

Tsouras, quoted by the Greek 
national news agency ANA, said it 
was posable an accomplice of the 
hijackers had hidden the weapons on 
board the plane before it left Cairo 
for Athens. 

Greece advanced an identical 
theory in Jane when the TWA plane 
was hijacked by Lebanese gunmen 
soon after it left Athens. 

In Geneva, meanwhile, lata called 
on world governments yesterday to 
improve security for airlines and 
passengers. 

Tata," the association grouping 
most of the world's major airlines, in 
a statement also urged countries to 
ratify international conventions 
against air piracy. 

An lata spokesman .said the 
body’s security chief Rodney Wallis 
is due in Cairo today and Athens 
later this week to discuss airport 
security with local authorities. 

In Cairo yesterday it was reported 
that the hijacked Egyptair jetliner is 
the same plane drat the U.S. Navy 
fighters intercepted last month with 
the Achflle Laura pirates on board.

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‘Social, economic emergency’ declared 

Colombia volcano area 
threatened by glaciers 


Whites, alarmed by bloodshed, 
flee SA, outnumber immigrants 


NEWS IN BRIEF 




MAN IZ ALES, Colombia (AP).-A 
possible breakup of glaciers on 
Nevado Del Ruiz has become the 
major concern of a team of interna- 
tional scientists now studying the 
volcano that erupted and caused an 
estimated 25.000 deaths. 

Pablo Medina, coordinator of the 
scientific team studying the Andean 
volcano, said Sunday that six glaciers 
on the edge of the snowpack are 
badly fractured. 

“Before the eruption they had 
some degree of fracture,” he said. 
“Now there are many more frac- 
tures. It is our principal concern 
now." 

President Belisario Betancur on 
Sunday declared a “state of social 
and economic emergency" because 
of the eruption and the takeover of 
the Palace of Justice by left-wing 
guerrillas earlier in the month. 

The decree is to remain in effect 
for 35 days. It empowers the presi- 
dent to take extraordinary measures 
without parliamentary approval. 

Ash and pumice as hot as 700 


degrees centigrade from the erup- 
tion melted five per cent of the ice 
and snowpack. 

Each glacier on the 4.800-metre 
mountain creates a small river. Two 
glaciers triggered mudslides that 
thundered down Lagunilla River, 
burying Armero 47 kilometres east 
of the mountain, where most of the 
victims were. 

A glacier on the other side of the 
crater sparked the avalanche that 
killed 1,500 to 2,000 people along 
Chinchina River in the town of Chin- 
china, 36 kilometres west of the 
volcano. . 

Medina said earthquakes, swell- 
ing of the volcano, or even heat from 
inside the volcano could melt or 
break up the glaciers, causing more 
avalanches. 

“It will not necessarily take 
another eruption," he said. 

He said a Swiss rescue and seisme- 
logical team member who returned 
home was asked to find a glacial 
specialist to study the situation. 


JOHANNESBURG- - The unrest 
sweeping South Africa is prompting 
more and more whites to seek safer 
homes, and those leaving the coun- 
try now outnumber new immigrants, 
according to official figures. 

The pro-government newspaper 
The Citizen yesterday bemoaned the 
large numbers fleeing rioting that 
has claimed 930 lives in the past 22 
months. 

In an editorial, it said there is 
concern over political stability and 
the ailing economy, and above all 
“there is the fear that South Africa 
will go the same way as Rhodesia, 
ending up with black Marxist major- 
ity rule.*’ 

Government figures show that in 
July and August more people left 
than arrived and the net outflow 
during those two months totalled 
512. 

Officials said they were worried 


that many of those leaving were 
professionals such as doctors and 
lawyers who found it much easier to 
get jobs abroad than other -groups. 

There was a net outflow of 2,900 
people in 1960 following the Sharpe- 
ville shooting of 69 blacks which led 
to riots. Similar trends were re- 
corded in the two years following 
mass unrest in 1976. 

Township violence continued last 
night and police said four people 
were injured. 

More than 50 blacks were killed 
last week in a series of clashes 
around South Africa - one of the 
bloodiest weeks in 15 months of 
violence, police records show. 

The killings included police shoot- 
ings of blacks in rioting, a tribal 
faction fight outside Durban and 
slayings by blacks of other blacks 
seen as collaborators with the white- 
led government. (Reuter. AP) 


Honecker believed stronger 
as Berlin hardliner retires 


U.S. shuttle flight to feature 
test of building techniques 


cape Canaveral (Reuter). - 

The countdown went smoothly 
yesterday for the launch of the U.S". 
space shuttle Atlantis on a week- 
long mission featuring Mexico’s first 
astronaut and a display of space- 
walking construction work. 

The 1 00- ton space plane, manned 
by a crew of seven, is due to blast off 
ai 7.29 p.m. this evening. 

It will be the 23rd flight of the 
space shuttle programme but only 
the second night launch. 

Engineers replaced a faulty hyd- 
raulic valve on the Atlantis Sunday, 
and pre- launch preparations were 
proceeding on schedule yesterday. 

On board will be Mexican astro- 
naut Rodolfo Neri Vela, a 33- year- 


old communications engineer who 
will observe the deployment of Mex- 
ico’s Morelos-fi satellite and con- 
duct several experiments in orbit. 
He will also photograph earthquake- 
ravaged sections of Mexico City. 

•Astronauts will also release two 
other large communications satel- 
lites. After the satellite launches, 
two crew members will become 
space-walking construction workers. 

U.S. Army Lt.-Col. Sherwood 
Spring and Air Force Maj. Jerry 
Ross will step outside the spacecraft 
to assemble a 14 metre aluminium 
beam and a small pyramid to test 
techniques for building a proposed 
$11 billion space station. 


Letter-bomb explodes at Iranian mission in UK 


LONDON (Reuter). - An explosive 
device believed to have been a letter- 
bomb went off yesterday inside the 
Iranian consulate in London, slightly 
injuring a member of its staff, police 
said. 


The injured person, an Iranian 
woman, was taken to hospital from 
the consulate building near Kensing- 
ton Gardens in West London and the 
police anti-terrorist squad is investi- 
gating, police said. 


EAST BERLIN (Reuter). - The 
position of East German leader 
Erich Honecker. who wants closer 
ties with the West, has been streng- 
thened with the departure of out- 
spoken hardliner Konrad Naumann 
from the ruling Politburo, Western 
diplomats said yesterday. 

The weekend announcement that 
57-year-old Naumann had resigned 
surprised embassy experts and 
prompted speculation that Honeck- 
er is preparing further initiatives 
towards the West. 

The resignation was part of a 
reshuffle that brought three young 
members onto the 19-man body and 
saw the departure of ailing West 
German expert Herbert Haeber. 

The official ADN news agency 
said Naumann, known for his ortho- 
dox pronouncements on culture as 
well as his talents as an administra- 
tor. had left because of illness. 

One senior Western diplomat said 
of Naumann’s Politburo departure: 
“The timing seems appropriate, with 
moderate voices gaining the ascen- 
dancy in Moscow after the Geneva 
summit. Whether the illness is 
physical or political, it certainly 
eases Honecker’s position . ”

CAGAYAN DE ORO, Philippines 
(Reuter). - A robber cbopped an 
arm off a Taiwanese businessman 
with a machete to get his expensive 
watch and ring, police said yester- 
day. 

They said Chang Chong Bing, a 
logging company manager, was 
attacked on Saturday night in Agu- 
san Del Norte province, about 800 
km south of Manila. 

The thief ran away with the arm as 
well as the watch worth $5,500 and 
the ring. Chang is recovering in 
hospital. 


Million Filipinos support Aquino widow 

MANILA (AP). - Backers of a campaign to draft slain opposition leader 
Benigno Aquino’s widow Corazon to run against President Ferdinand 
Marcos said yesterday they have collected more than a million signatures on a 
petition urging her candidacy. 

Aquino has said she will consider a draft if Marcos actually calls an election 
and if the movement gathers one million signatures asking her to run. 

She said she will announce her decision when the election date is set. A bill ( 
fixing a February 7 election date proposed by Marcos is pending before the 
National Assembly. 

Aquino and former senator Salvador Laurel, head of an opposition party, 
are considered the top possible opposition candidates for the election . Laurel 
has been nominated by his party while Aquino, who does not belong to any 
party, is supported by other opposition groups. 

Kissinger: S ummit not a breakthrough 

WASHINGTON (AP). - Former secretary of state Henry Kissinger said 
President Reagan and Soviet leader Gorbachev achieved "what could 
reasonably be achieved” at their summit meeting. 

“I would not characterize it as a historic breakthrough.” Kissinger said 
Sunday, but he tempered his statement somewhat by adding. “Whether it’s a 
breakthrough or not will be determined at the next two summits.” 

In an interview on ABC-TV, he said, “I do not think that simply 
establishing a better personal relationship between the leaders is in itself 
decisive.’’ 

Kissinger said a good persona! relationship between the leaders “must be 
used to get some concrete agreements. ” 

‘Women interested in peace, not nitty gritty’ 

WASHINGTON (AP). - White House Chief of Staff Donald Regan 
apologized for his remark that most women do not understand arms control, 
but repeated his belief that women are more interested in “peace and things 
of that nature” than the “nitty-gritty (detailed)” issues of arms control . 

Explaining his earlier remark, which had caused a furore among feminists. 
Regan said in a television interview Sunday: “Women are more interested in 
peace and things of that nature. I don’t think most women are interested in 
the nitty gritty in what is happening in the Geneva armaments talks.” 

In the earlier remark, published last week by the Washington Post in a story 
about First Lady Nancy Reagan’s schedule at the summit, Regan was quoted 
as saying: 

‘They’re not... going to understand (missile) throw-weights or what is 
happening in Afghanistan or what is happening in human rights. Some 
women will, but most women - believe me, your readers for the most part if 
you took a poll - would rather read the human interest stuff of what 
happened.” 

Regan said he was “horrified” when he saw how the remark had been 
“misinterpreted.” 

Fabius: France to seek agents’ release 

PARIS (Reuter). - Prime Minister Laurent Fabius said yesterday that France 
would continue to seek the release of two secret agents given 10-year jail 
sentences in New Zealand for their role in sinking the anti-nuclear 
Greenpeace protest ship Rainbow Warrior. 

Fabius said in a television interview: “Now that judicial proceedings are 
over, we have entered a government to government phase, a political phase. ” 
The statement came after New Zealand Prime Minister David Lange said 
yesterday that bis country would refuse to deport the pair to France as long as 
he headed the government, whatever the pressures applied by Paris. 

“Our aim is to allow our citizens to return to France,” Fabius said. “We 
will be examining the means. 

“I do not think that this should necessarily be done with a lot of publicity.” 
Meanwhile. France exploded a nuclear device at its Mururoa atoll test 
ground in the South Pacific yesterday. The blast, with an estimated yield of 7 
itilotons, was the seventh this year and the 74th since underground testing 
began in June 1975. 

Culture forum ends without accord 

BUDAPEST (Reuter). - An East- West conference on culture broke up 
yesterday without agreement and each side blamed the other for the failure of 
last-minute negotiations. 

The Budapest Culture Forum was part of the process of detente started in 
Helsinki 10 years ago with the final act of the Conference on Security and 
Cooperation in Europe (CSCE). 

The aim of the six-week meeting had been to draw up a document on 
cultural cooperation. But political differences proved too wide . 

Delegates said negotiations continued until 3-45 a.m., but failed to narrow 
the gap between Soviet Bloc views on the state's role in supervising culture 
and western insistence on individual freedom in the arts. 


Iranian pilot defects "Mirror 5 prints afew copies despite strike 


MANAMA, Bahrain (AP). - An 
Iranian air force pilot defected with 
an unspecified military aircraft and 
landed at a military airfield in Dubai, 
the United Arab Emirates, yester- 
day, knowledgeable aviation sources 
reported. 

The plane was carrying five occu- 
pants - the pilot and four other 
persons. 


LONDON (Reuter). - Britain's second best-selling newspaper. The Daily 
Mirror, printed fewer than 1 per cent of its normal copies yesterday as print 
workers went on strike over threatened job cuts, a Mirror spokesman said. 

The print run of the paper owned by pnblisber Robert Maxwell normally 
exceeds three million copies a day, second only to that of Rupert Murdoch's 
Sun. But yesterday, only 30,000 copies were produced. 

One policeman was injured and a picket was arrested outside the Mirror 
headquarters when pickets rushed forward in an attempt to prevent vans 
from arriving to collect copies of the paper early yesterday morning, police 
said. 


N. Ireland Protestants lose 
appeal on Anglo-Irish accord 


LONDON (AP). - A judge yester- 
day rejected an attempt by Northern 
Ireland Protestants to have the 
courts declare illegal the Anglo-Irish 
accord which gives the Dublin gov- 
ernment a say in Britain's adminis- 
tration of the troubled province. 

Four members of the Ulster Un- 
ionist Party bad filed suit claiming it 
would be illegal for Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher’s government to 
implement the agreement without 
parliament passing new legislation. 

Justice Sir Peter Taylor, admi- 
nistering the secound court rebuff of 
the unionists' suit, ruled there was 
“no arguable case” for requiring that 
parliament pass fresh legislation. 

Last week Justice Sir Michael 
M ann of the high court ruled in 
private against the suit. But rules of 
legal procedure permitted them to 
argue their position again in open 
court. 

The Protestants argued that the 


accord, signed on November 15, 
meant that the 1.5 million people in 
the British province would be “sub- 
ject to the rights given to the govern- 
ment of the Irish Republic," and 
they would lose their right to be 
treated the same way as people in the 
rest of Britain. 

At one stage , the judge intervened 
to point out that the text of the 
agreement affirms that the province 
would remain united with Britain as 
long as a majority so wishes. That 
provision is regarded as a long-term 
guarantee to the province's two- 
thirds Protestant majority that they 
should not fear being abandoned to 
eventual union with the 95-per cent 
Roman Catholic Irish Republic. 

Meanwhile. Irish Prime Minister 
Garret Fitzgerald's popular appeal 
in the Irish Republic has been 
boosted by the accord, an opinion 
poll published yesterday showed.

French literary prizes 

PARIS (Reuter). - American au- 
thor Joseph Hellei,ajid South Afri- 
can writer J.M. Coetzee were 
awarded French literary prizes for 
works of foreign fiction yesterday, 
their Paris publishers said.

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VENTURE CAPITAL funds have 
been one of the “hot" investment 
areas in the U.S. and elsewhere over 
the past few years. 

In the popular view, venture capit- 
al is a mysterious area of finance 
connected with that other amor- 
phous thing called high-tech. If you 
haven't, you can't. And if vou can't 
you're not where the action is. 

This is, to put it crudely, the 
impression many investors and even 
entrepreneurs have of how to invest 
their money or finance their 
businesses respectively. 

The Israeli strain of high-tech 
mania is well-known, and the fact 
that high-tech is a “good thing" is 
now one of the accepted dogmas of 
our time. 

It was surprising, therefore, to 
learn that the seminar held earlier 
this month under the auspices of the 
Israel Management Centre, on the 
subject of “Raising capital through 
venture capital funds," was die first 
of its kind ever held here. 

The seminar spread over a full 
working day in Tel Aviv and brought 
together bankers, fund managers, 
entrepreneurs, company directors 
and pretty well every sort of person 
with any kind of interest in the field. 

In four sessions, a series of panels 
attempted to review the potential, 
challenges and manifold problems of 
all these interested parties in their 
activity in the burgeoning area of 
Israeli technology and its financing. 

Most - of the participants - more 
than 120 attended - believed that the 
standard of the panels* discussions 
was high, the range of views and 
approaches helpful, and the whole 
experience well worth the time and 
money spent. 

The Israel Management Centre 
itself said it was delighted at the 

I NEVER knew that so many people 
kept turtles as pets, and when the 
owner of a large pet shop told me 
how many of these little creatures be 
sells a year. I was amazed. However, 
be said, most of them die of neglect 
or of well-intentioned but improper 
care. 

This is saddening, since actually 
keeping little water turtles is quite 
easy and within the possibility of 
anyone who will make the effort, 
and if one wanted them enough to 
purchase them, then surely one 
wants to keep them properly. 

Turtles are nice, clean, little pets, 
requiring very’ little care. When kept 
warm, they are very active. They 
usually have good strong green and 
black markings and are quite attrac- 
tive, Although probably dull for the 
younger child who wants a pet to be 
just what the name implies, many 
older children are enthusiastic 
turtle-keepers and get a lot of enjoy- 
ment from them. 

The best home for turtles is aiaige 
shallow dish of plastic or glass, about 
8 centimetres deep and as large as 
possible, certainly not less than 40 
cm. in diameter. The dish should 
have fresh water in it at all rimes, and 
an island should be constructed with 
easy access from the water since the 
turtles must be able to get out of the 
water and onto a dry area. A slanted 
tile makes a good access ramp, and 
the island may be made of smooth 
stones. One can even keep a small 
flower pot with a fem or other 
moisture-loving plant on the island. 

Turtles, being “cold-blooded” or 
what biologists call poikilothermic 
animals, must have warmth in order 
to function. The best source of heat, 
of course, is natural sunlight, but 
when this is not available, as in 
winter, then a supplementary heat 
source can be an electric lamp over 


response to this attempt to come to 
grips with an important but largely 
unexplored sector, and that it would 
organize follow-up meetings and 
workshops, possibly focusing on spe- 
cific areas, such as taxation and legal 
necessities.

Fortunately for the true believers, 
this iconoclastic stuff was presented 
only after several hours of discus- 
sion, although, coming as it did. just 
before lunch, it probably ruined 
several appetites. 

Just why high-tech venture capital 
was special, in what ways, had been 
made abundantly clear by the guru 
and grandfather of Israeli high-tech, 
Dan Tolkowsky. 

Tolkowsky identified three main 
elements in venture capital which 
make it stand out from more ortho- 
dox fields of investment. These were 
the need for innovativeness, the 
problem of timeliness and the un- 
usually high degree of risk pertaining 
to this form of investment. 

The former managing director of 
Discount Investments, who is now 
head of his own venture-capital firm 
and has just raised some $20m., 
together with Fred Adler of New 
York, for a new fund called Athena.

the terrarium. Turtles are most ac- 
tive and feel best at a temperature 
between 28 and' 35 degrees Centig- 
rade. The lamp should not be too 
close, and it is wise to use a thermo- 
meter so as to avoid the possibility of 
overheating the turtles. 

THE WATER should be changed at 
least twice a week since the turtles 
soil it and uneaten food may sour it. 
The turtles should be moved to 
another dish with a bit of water and 
the terrarium scrubbed clean. This is 


returned to this theme in his closing 
remarks as well.

to fungus, infections, which show np 
as whitish or raw patches on foe neck 
and in foe armpits. Although I in 
general do not give advice concern- 
ing foe treatment of pets, since this is 
a matter for veterinarians. I will 
offer some here, since I have yet to 
meet foe vet who knows anything 
about turtles, and most of those I 
have seen treated have failed to 
recover. This includes zoo turtles as 
well as home pets. 

At foe first sign of a fungus infec- 
tion raise foe temperature of the 
terrarium to 35-36 degrees Centig- 
rade. Take the turtle and after 
drying the sores, paint them daily 
with gentian violet ( yad kahol in 
Hebrew). Add about 1 tsp. salt per 
litre to foe water and change it every 
day, sterilizing the terrarium with a 
bit of chlorine bleach and then rins- 
ing well. Because of all the sterilizing 
it is best to move foe turtles to one of 
the small, all plastic turtle trays that 
can be purchased a t your pet store.# 
care is consistent and begun daily,, 
most turtles will recover in about two 
weeks. 

Feeding turtles is no problem if 
you remember that they will. not eat 
when they aren’t hungry, and that 
appetite depends on the amount of 
energy expended. This, in turn, de- 
pends on the amount of warmth 
available to them. Bits of raw meat, 
chicken and fish are preferred items, 
as well as commercial turtle food. It 
is a good idea to add a drop of agood 
vitamin A plus D twice a week. Feed 
foe turtles with a pincer or tweezer 
and move foe food before foe turtle 
to get its attention. Do not feed them 
with your fingers, because once they 
are more than 5 centimetres in dia- 
meter. they can give you a very sharp 
nip. 



ly. it must have the potential to go 
public ou the U.S. oc British stock 
markets and be able to attract inves- 
tors to buy its shares. 

THESE ARE tall orders, and they 
go a long, way to explaining the 
phenomenon described by attorney 
Michael Zellermeyer in foe final 
panel discussion. 

According to Zellermeyer, the 
whole venture-capital boom in the 
U.S. bas boiled over in foe last year 
or two, as more and more people 
have belatedly woken up to the fact 
that participation in venture capital 
limited partnerships is by no means a 
certain path to riches. 

Not only do all too many of these 
projects never become commercially 

Turtles should grow if they are 
well-kept. The ones available at pet 
shops are imported, mostly from 
South America and are very young 
hatchlings* at most a few weeks old. 
It is a good idea to measure foe 
carapace and write it down, so you 
can check after about 60-90 days and 
see if they are growing. If not, they 
are probably not eating enough or 
are sleeping too much due to lack of 
heat. 

If and when the turtles grow big- 
ger than what you wanted for a pet, 
for goodness sake don’t do what 
many people do and dump them into 
the nearest pond or st ream . These 
animals are not native here and can- 
not compete with local spedes that 
belong here and have beat here far 
tens of thousands of years. If yoii 
don’t want them any more, then give 
them to someone who bas an outside 
pool; or take them to foe SPCA, 
where they will find them a home; or 
donate them .to the turtle pond at 
your local zoo : Do abt release 
in nature. • 

Amazingly enough, turtles, li- 
mited as they are as to real intelli- 
gence, still manage to learn quite a 
few things. They can recognize foe 
voice and presence of the person 
who feeds them and will learn to 
come to eat at foe sound of a bell, a 
whistle or the sound of foe pincer 
tapping on the terrarium. They 
usually do not bite except when 
feeding, and this is simply a reflex, 
but it isn’t a good idea to give them 
too much opportunity. 

Many of the small turtles from pet 
shops are painted and have deco- 
rated carapaces. This will wear off as 
the turtle- grows and slowly dis- 
appear. Do not attempt to remove 
the paint with chemicals or solvents 
as this may barm the turtle.

viable, but even those that do have a 
gestation period of several years, so 
that venture capital is not for most 
investors, even among foe so-called 
sophisticated investor community. 

In Hebrew, capital is described as 
“ dan ger capital,” and this name is 
perhaps more appropriate in that it 
indicates this key idea that the de- 
gree of risk involved is of quite a 
different order to regular involve- 
ment in investments, whether in in- 
dustry or elsewhere. 

Tolkowsky went to great pains to 
point out, the chances of success are 
so small, and the pitfalls along the 
way so numerous, that this aspect 
alone sets venture capital apart. 

For instance, in the area of man- 
agement, Tolkowsky pointed out

tante, consisting of Haim Yuval (re- 
placing at very short notice the listed 
oboist); 'Mario Sloin, clarinet; Meir 
Weisser, horn; and Walter Meroz, 
bassoon. These experienced and 
sound musicians, experts on their 
respective instruments, displayed 


that many firms, having defined 
their market, developed and manu- 
factured their product and gone 
through all the early stages of 
growth, foil when they switch from 
being a small research-oriented out- 
fit, really a closely knit team of 
scientists or engineers, to being a 
business engaged in manufacturi ng, 
marketing and servicing a product 
for customers. 

The enterprise has to grow at 
breakneck pace in order to maximize 
its advantage, but this needs a quali- 
ty of management and control that 
often is simply beyond foe range of 
talents of foe initial entrepreneurial 
team. 

IN THE JARGON, a company is 
said to begin with seed money, when 
the entrepreneur develops his idea 
into something that (hopefully) 
works. 

The chances of success at this 
point are so (infinitesimal that most 
venture capital funds do not dare put 
np even foe small amounts needed 
by each project at this early stage. 

Only when the idea has developed 
to the “start-up” level- when some- 
thing exists tlfct. answers all foe 
criteria laid down by Tolkowsky - 
will foe venture capitalists be ready 
to step in with financ e, management 
skills and other assistance. Some- 
times. 

There are, apparently, degrees of 
venturesomeness in venture capital, 
so that many funds shy away from 
start-ups as well, unless they have 
absolute confidence in foe product. 

Their moment comes at foe take- 
off stage when foe company moves 
from' initial production to market- 
ing, and a company with a well- 
thought-out business plan (a topic 
covered extensively in the seminar)

spirit and teamwork despite foe last- 
minute replacement.

A NEWCOMER to the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra and a new 
work by Penderecki naturally create

BUT HOW can tbe company get to 
foe. take-off stage without seed 
money? This stage is where govern- 
ment support can be crucial. Where 
ca pitalis ts will not risk their money, 
Yigai Ehrlich, head of foe Chief 
Scientist's Office attached to the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade, ex- 
plained that government assistance 
at this stage was based on overall 
national considerations and not on 
narrow commercial ones. 

Thus, foe fact that most of the 
projects would prove to be non- 
viable did not mean they were use- 
less. since foe very fact that many 
scientists and entrepreneurs were 
engaged in research and develop- 
ment was beneficial, creating a 
milieu in which tbe few successes of 
the future could come to the fore.

True Mr. Benyamini’s choosing a 
contemporary work must be highly 
praised, but his perfect solo seemed 
wasted orr surprisingly bad music. 

- , I7ie r syfnphohy, despite conductor 
Herbig’s efforts and his undeniable 
involvement, emerged shallow and 
insignificant. True, the brass section 
was in excellent form and received 
foe conductor’s full attention, but 
Bruckner’s Fourth is considerably 
more than a sequence of chorals and 
fanfares.

Sale of five gov’t companies 
to help raise $150 million 


Consumers take legal action 
against insurance price-fixing

TEL AVIV. - The full or partial sale 
of five government companies was 
discussed on Sunday by cabinet 
ministers with Zvi Zur, the coordi- 
nator of "operation independence" 
(the "Task Force"). 

Those attending the discussion in- 
cluded Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres: Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir: Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i: and Minister of Economy 
and Planning. Gad Ya'acobi. Also 
present were the directors-general of 
several ministries and Ya'acov 
Burak, executive director of the 
"Task Force." 

The five companies up for sale are 
Maman {the airport carao clearance 
firm). Israel Chemicals. Zion 
Cables. Paz Oil and Teshet (which 
provides catering services to the air- 
lines). 

No decision was taken on how 
much of the equity in any of these 
companies would be up for sale, but 
the government's target is raising 
$150 million, which is to be used to 
finance renewed growth in the eco- 


progress in setting up two large in- 
vestment companies, one involving 
Latin Americans and Israelis, and 
the other for Americans. Israelis and 
one large Israeli bank, whose name 
is not being revealed at present. 

The third item thrashed out was 
harnessing the "Task Force" mem- 
bers. as well as Israel bonds repre- 
sentatives in generating tourism to 
Israel in 1988. when the state cele- 
brates its 40th anniversary. 

Gad Ya'acobi will attend a meet- 
ing of the London branch of the 
"Task Force" tomorrow and then fly 
to Miami, to be at a meeting of the 
joint Israel-foreign members execu- 
tive, which will be attended by Max 
Fisher and Charles Bronfman.

TEL AVIV. - The Chamber of Self- 
Employed yesterday came out in the 
strongest terms against Prime Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres' proposal to im- 
pose additional taxes on its members 
next year instead of cutting the 
national budget. 

In a cable to the Prime Minister, 
chamber president Eldad Bukspan 
said that the authorites were trying 
to "milk" the self-employed by im- 
posing “discriminatory taxes” on the 
only sector of the economy singled 
out for special treatment - as a 
means of avoiding making cuts in the 
budget. 


The new proposal was all the more 
discriminatory, he said, since the 
Knesset Finance Committee was 
now examining charges of discri- 
mination against the self-employed. 
These claim that the present surtax 
and higher-tfaan-nsual payments to 
National Insurance placed them in a 
special category of tax-payers. 


The Prime Minister’s proposal ran 
counter to the declaration of the 
Income Tax Commissioner and 
others that this sector's tax payments 
bad risen considerably in the past 
year. Any new taxes would intesify 
the feeling that it did not pay to work 
hard and be productive. 


Workers in liquor branch being laid off

TEL AVIV. - Only one branch of 
business - that selling hard liquor - 
fired more workers during October 
than during the previous month, the 
Federation of Israeli Chambers of 
Commerce reports. 

All the other 26 branches ex- 
amined reported that there had been 
no more dismissals in October than 
in September. However, compared 
to October. 1984, this October 
showed an average dismissal rate of 
20%. 

The federation explains the rela- 
tive stability in the business work 


force as due to several factors: The 
effective 20% wage cats worked to 
prevent dismissals, and many com- 
panies preferred to keep on skilled 
workers, since it is hard and expen- 
sive to train new ones. Most of those 
fired during the past year were un- 
skilled workers. Also, many 
businesses are “ family affairs,” and 
therefore relatively imm une to being 
fired. An additional factor is that 
there was no hiring during Septem- 
ber and October, as is. customary 
during the holiday season. Moreov- 
er, many firms report "hidden em- 
ployment" of between 10% and 
20%. 


French news agency journalists on strike 


PARIS (AP). - Journalists at the 
French news agency Agence France- 
Presse continue a strike of all ser- 
vices in France. The strike started in 
protest against a management plan 
to cut labour costs. It does not affect 
the agency's international services. 

The management plan to save ab- 


out 11 milli on francs (about $1.4m) 
indudes reducing overtime, limiting 
expense accounts, eliminating some 
jobs by attrition and increasing pro- 
ductivity in some services. 

It would also cut one monthly 
bonus and cease linking another to 
cost-of-living increases.

through their works committee, for 
example, can purchase policies en- 
bloc with certain reductions. This 
means that the single policy buyer 
will be discriminated against. 

The Consumers Council also says 
two insurance companies, Oshiot 
and Sahar, which are not members 
of the association, will be able to 
grant reductions at will. 

An insurance association spokes- 
man told The Jerusalem Post that its 
"anti-discriminatory” arrangement 
is just the opposite of what the 
Consumers Council thinks. The in- 
surance companies want to create a 
uniform price structure, so that the 
single policy holder wiD pay the same 
premiums as a member of a large 
group of insured.

QUESTION - I am a new 
Immigrant. Knowing that I would be 
getting a payment of IS750.000 in 
mid-November, I paid for fur- 
nishings for my new apartment in 
September using dollars from my 
free dollar account to settle the bill. I 
did receive my IS750,000and quickly 
went to the bank, bringing with me 
the conversion sHp from September, 
and asked that the bank convert the 
shekels hack to dollars. 


The bank derk refused to carry 
out my instructions and I became 
qnite ftnious when be could not ex- 
plain tbe reasons for bis action. I had 

previously been Cold that I coaid 
reconvert shekels up to the amount of 
foreign currency which I had sold in 

the bank, and for a period of op to 20 

years from my arrival in the country. 
What Is going on? Has there been a 
change in tbe regulations or is the 
clerk just ignorant of tbe rights of the 
new immigrant? 

ANSWER - There has been no 
basic change in the rights of new 
immigrants to buy back dollars up to 
the amount of dollars converted and 
for a period of 20 years. However, 
shortly after tbe introduction of tbe 
Economic Stabilization Plan in July 
1985, a new regulation came into 
force. According to this, one must 
wait six monhts before reconverting 
shekels into dollars. 

In your specific case you will have 
to wait until March before you can 
buy back dollars. May I suggest that 
in the meantime, you invest your 
shekels in a dollar- linked investment 
to preserve their dollar value.

QUESTION - At the beginning 
of this year I was advised by my 
lawyer to send a sum of German 
marks to Germany to assure receipt 
of a Social Security payment from 
Germany. 1 went to my bank and was 
told that I will have to pay a 15% 
purchase tax on the amount. When 1 
asked, 1 was advised that this was the 
law. Is there a way I could have 
avoided what seems like an unfair 
and unreasonable extra expense, 
which I can ill afford? 

ANSWER - In situations like 
yours, where the German restitution 
authorities demand payment in 
marks in connection with restitution 
claims, you may arrange with vour 
bank to transfer the German curren- 
cy from your own locally held res- 
titution account without paving the 
15% foreign currency purchase levy. 
As an alternative, if you prefer to use

only index-linked monthly-payment 
scheme on the market. 

Until now the only scheme offer- 
ing regular monthly income as well 
as promising to return the capital’s 
real value at the end of the savings 
period, has been a dollar-linked 
scheme, since this is where the de- 
mand has been concentrated. With 
die ongoing freeze fo foe exchange 
rate, foe public's taste has swung 
back to index-linked savings, and 
Hapoaiim is seeking to capitalize on 
this. 

Thus its rpotmort tesuah monthly- 
income offers to pay monthly in- 
terest of 0.55% index-linked, and to 
return the index-linked capital after 
not less than two years, but as long as 
five, if foe saver so desires. After foe 
first two yean, the scheme can be 
terminated at half-yearly intervals 

Leunri chose a different tack forits 
selling-point on its koah tesuah. This 
is based on the regular tesuah formu- 
la of a 7% annual return for two 
years. But Leumi also offers savers 
who want to withdraw from the 
scheme in foe course of the second 
year the option of receiving unlinked 
interest at the rate of 90% of foe 
prime rate charged to Leumi bor- 
rowers, as averaged over the period 
of foe savings. 

On the basis of the last few 
months, for instance, this unlinked 
interest would pay a higher return 
than linkage -phis- interest, although 
it is, of course, impossible to know if 
this will continue. 

Both Hapoaiim and Leumi are 
attempting to ease foe feelings of 
uncertainty that are dominant fo 
many savers’ minds. Hapoaiim has 
chosen foe route of offering a high- 
yielding longer-term scheme with a 
fixed return for years to come. 
Leumi has sought to alleviate foe 
fears of savers who are worried they 
will have to pull out their savings 
before foe due-date. 

Discount, which raked in IS50-60 
billion in its first round of itron 
tesuah last month, now offers foe 
Mark II version of this scheme - 
7.5% annual interest for 2V£years. 
On the itron lamatmid scheme. Dis- 
count offers linked interest that 
starts at an annual rate of 5% for the 
first two years, rising to 9% per 
annum for savers who stay the full 
eight-year course. 

First Internationa) also offers 
7.5% per annum for 30 months on its 
oz tesuah scheme, which, as noted, it 
pioneered last month.

Banks push bonds higher

HAIFA. - Under an arbitration rul- 
ing, the Pons Authority will have to 
pay $1 million annually retroactive 
from 1981, to the Dagon silo com- 
pany, The Jerusalem Post has 
learned. 

The sum was awarded to cover 
rerurn on investment capital and the 
Pons Authority will continue to pay 
Sim. a year under the ruling. The 
payment is subject to a 66% tax bite. 

The payment is additional to foe 
current expenses foe authority pays 
Dagon for the unloading of all im- 
ported grains in Haifa port. There 
had been no dispute over foe Dagon 
tariff, which is one of foe lowest in 
foe world for port silos. 

However rbe two sides had been 
disputing the amount due for return 
on capital since 1981, when the au- 
thority suspended its annual pay- 
ment of 1400.000, pending arbitra- 
tion. 

The Ports Authority held that the 
sum represented a fair return for 
shareholders, while Dagon claimed 
a sum of $2.5m. a year.

Once again shares fell and bonds 
rose yesterday. The background to 
the bond market’s rise seems to be a 
mixture of fundamentals. There is 
pessimism at the chances of a serious 
budget cut. and therefore expecta- 
tions of higher inflation - and there 
are technical factors, namely the 
buying pressure from banks engaged 
in buying cheap bonds to use in 
covering their saving schemes. But 
the volume in the bond market fell 
below the $2 million level.. and at 
IS2.7 billion is at its lowest point in 
many weeks. 

The ••arrangement ’’ shares are 
also beneficiaries of the interest in 
bonds and continue to pull the 
General Share Index higher. Over- 
all. in the share market, declines 
again outnumbered advances and 
most of the important sectors fell. 

Interestingly, the absolute num- 
ber of both advances and declines 
fell, while the number of unchanged 
issues rose, apparently indicating a 
greater measure of stability. 
Analysts said that the current pull- 
back seems to have run its course. 
Talk of another cut in interest rates 
could spur a share rally. 

Today’s Treasury bill auction will 
be important to see if the huge sums 
invested will be rolled over or re- 
deemed for other purposes.

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Tragedy in Malta 


THE RESCUE operation conducted by Egyptian commandos 
aboard the hijacked Egyptian airliner in Valetta airport Sunday 
night was rather less than a model of its kind. 

The Egyptian military started out by broadcasting to the 
whole world - and thus to the terrorist hijackers themselves - 
their intention of storming the airliner, and of rescuing those 
left alive among the passengers and crew. Then the Egyptian 
troops, on boarding the plane by force, proceeded to shoot 
indiscriminately in all directions, thus in effect joining the 
terrorists in killing most ot' the still surviving passengers and in 
injuring most of the rest by fire and smoke. (Two young Israeli 
women aboard were wounded by the terrorists before the plane 
was stormed.) 

To cap it all, the early reports in the Egyptian media were 
that no one had been hurt in the rescue operation. 

AH this does not suggest that the attempted rescue operation 
should not have been undertaken. The five now dead hijackers 
threatened to “execute” all the airline passengers, save a few 
women they let out, unless the Egyptian government accepted 
their demand that the peace treaty with Israel be abrogated and 
all Israelis be expelled from Egypt. By starting to execute a 
number of the passengers, the hijackers indicated that they 
meant business, and the Egyptian government had no choice 
but to act. 

Although they introduced themselves to their captives on 
board the plane they had boarded in Athens as members of the 
“Egyptian Revolutionary Organization," the terrorists readily 
betrayed their origin by the Palestinian accents, in Arabic, of 
four of them (the fifth was a Tunisian). This was apparently the 
same outfit that was responsible for the wounding of Israeli 
diplomat Zvi Kedar last year -and for the murder of Israel 
embassy aide Albert Atrakchi this year. 

Yesterday, Cairo identified them as members of a “dissi- 
dent” PLO faction allied with an unnamed Arab country, 
which turned out to have been Libya. 

Egyptian troops were promptly despatched to the Libyan 
border, in what amounted to a wanting to the Tripoli author- 
ities to cease promoting anti-Egyptian terrorism. But nothing 
has so far been done or said in Cairo that would indicate 
Egyptian second thoughts on the subject of Palestinian anti- 
Israel terrorism. 

The PLO, as is its wont these days, has dissociated itself from 
the hijacking, and has denounced the killing of innocent 
civilians, in a manner which readily recalled the PLO's initial 
reaction to the Lamaca murders and to the -assault on the 
Achille Lauro. In fairness to Yasser Arafat, however, it should 
be noted that he did not bother to disapprove, even after the 
murder of Leon Klinghoffer, of the original plan of the Achille 
Lauro hijackers to stage a massacre in Ashdod when the ship 
docked there. 

Such an act would be allowed under Arafat's “Cairo 
Declaration” of two weeks ago, which proscribed “armed 
struggle” abroad but allowed it in the “occupied territories.” 
When Osama el-Baz, the Egyptian president's political adviser, 
suggested that what was meant were the territories occupied by 
Israel in June 1967, the PLO chief hastened to make it clear that 
all the land west of the Jordan was considered “occupied." 
Including all Israel within the Green Line. 

This has still not caused Hosni Mubarak to scrap his 
endorsement of the “Cairo Declaration,” although it would 
count as a violation of the peace treaty even if it applied to the 
West Bank and Gaza alone. 

President Mubarak has now been served notice that the 
struggle against Palestinian terrorism is indivisible, and that his 
attempt to draw distinctions - in an effort to save the PLO as a 
partner in the peace process - is- doomed to failure. And that, 
however unwittingly, his policy offers aid and comfort to the 
Valletta assassins and their comrades who wish to dismantle the 
entire edifice of peace with Israel. 


Radicals can be wrong 


ACCORDING TO SOME reports from Geneva, it was the 
issue of human rights - including the right of Soviet Jews to 
migrate to Israel - that set off the most heated argument 
between Mikhail Gorbachev and Ronald Reagan during their 
meeting last week. 

The outcome of that argumeat. if any. remains unknown. 
But the best guess would seem to be that, if the Soviet 
leadership is led to allow a larger number of Jews than the 
present tiny handful to leave, it will be due not to a sudden 
conversion to the theory ostensibly behind “Basket Three” of 
the Helsinki accords, but as part of a movement back to some 
sort of detente, even if under a different name. 

It would constitute a major - and wholly unexpected - 
revolution in Soviet thinking if the Kremlin were to acknow- 
ledge that the country's Jewish citizens have a basic human 
right to leave their homeland, even to be repatriated to their 
ancestral homeland. The key formula for renewed large-scale 
Jewish migration from the Soviet Union to Israel is likely to 
remain the ■‘unification of families.” In Israel alone. 

Still . any dogmatic assertion about the best way to induce the 
Soviet leadership to revise its present anti-Jewish and anti- 
Zionist policy isopen to doubt and rebuttal. In this respect, too, 
as in many others, the Kremlin remains “a riddle wrapped 
inside on enigma.” 

There are aliva activists, some of them former Prisoners of 
Zion, as well as refuseniks inside the Soviet Union, who seem 
to believe that the best - some say the only - way to impress the 
Russians is through unrelenting enmity, and who conclude that 
if Israel were to resume normal relations with the Soviet Union 
it would have a catastrophic effect on the chances of renewed 
aliya. This makes little sense, but it is arguable. 

Another group calls for pressure to be put on the U.S. to tie 
any deal with the Russians explicitly to the reopening of the 
Soviet Union's gates for migration to Israel. The belief that the 
Politburo collective arm could be twisted to the Jews' advan- 
tage is not borne out by the history of the famous Jackson- 
Vanik amendment, the passage of which was followed by a 
growing squeeze on Jewish emigration. But this, too, is a 
legitimate argument. 

it is also entirely permissible to argue that there has been too 
much “quiet diplomacy” on the subject of aliya from the Soviet 
Union, at the expense of vocal belligerence intended to 
embarrass the Russians and to undermine the international 
respectability they crave, and at present enjoy. 

What is utterly intolerable, however, is’ for Soviet aliya 
activists, no matter how heroic their past record may be. to 
smear those Jews who do not agree with them as acting in the 
manner of the Judenraete in the ghettos during Worid War II 
and to try to illegitimate any opinion that doubts the efficacy of 
sheer, unrelenting verbal abuse hurled at the Kremlin. 

This is a style of debate that is totally out of place among Jews 
in their own free society. The '‘radicals" among aliya activists 
would do better to persuade Jews still in the Soviet Union that 
by using Israeli affidavits to migrate to other countries they are 
jeopardizing the chances of large numbers of their fellow Jews 
being allowed to come home to Israel. 
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Rejectionist front

MORE THAN 20 years ago. I was 
an Israeli delegate to an internation- 
al agricultural conference in New 
Delhi. After my return I wrote in the 
journal of the kibbutz movement: 

“Among the participants there 
was a representative from the “Un- 
ited Arab Republic" (Egypt), whom 
I tried to talk to, but who did every- 
thing he could to avoid me. One day. 
I happened to meet him alone in the 
elevator. I asked how he was. He 
replied politely. We exchanged a few 
courteous words, but the moment be 
could, he hurried to get away from 
me. A short while later, we met 
again at the door to the conference 
room, both of us being late to the 
meeting. The minute he saw me, he 
stepped back, let me enter first, 
waited a decent interval so as not to 
give the terrible impression that we 
had come together from a meeting 
between us and only then did he 
come in, too." 

I was reminded of this somewhat 
comic incident (which was, of 
course, typical for those times) by 
the tabling of a bill in the Knesset 
recently, making it illegal for Israelis 
abroad to meet with anybody who 
could be considered a functionary of 
the PLO. 

I do not know if the Egyptian 
representative at that time was inhi- 
bited by law or merely by fear of his 
superiors, but if this bill, which is 
due for a second and third reading 
shortly, will indeed be passed by the 
Knesset, then the international posi- 
tion of Israel and the Arabs will have 
significantly changed places. From 
now on it will be the Israelis who will 
appear as the rejectionists. Or, 
maybe, this is only the final touch to 
a process that has already taken 
place? 

An obvious question presents it- 


self here: when was our international 
position stronger? When it was clear 
to every observer that it was the 
Arabs who prevented a dialogue 
between the two sides or now, when 
it frequently appears to be democra- 
tic Israel that fears any contacts not 
officially authorized? When was it 
easier for us to win friends and 
influence people? When we display- 
ed a constant readiness to meet even 
with our worst enemies, or now, 
when we take over the former Arab 
position of shying away from any- 
thing that might bring the two sides 
closer? 

Of course, public relations are not 
everything. If there were any valid 
policy reasons that override the 
negative effect of this attitude on 
international public opinipn, one 
might justify even the proposed law. 
But as for the argument that meet- 
ings between Israelis and Palesti- 
nians belonging to the PLO enhance 
the PLO's international standing, 
don't make us laugh. 

No meeting with some obscure 
Israeli academic or journalist, or 
even minor politician, will make any 
difference to that. The international 
reputation of the PLO depends on 
itself and its behaviour, and recently 
it has been busy doing damage to 
itself. .* 

No less ridiculous is the security 
argument. There are enough laws on 
the statute book, and the Israeli 
security services are efficient enough 
to prevent any remote possibility of 
barm to security.

THE MISSING YEMENITE BABIES 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - I take strong exception to 
the tone of your article of November 
11. “Where are our missing chil- 
dren?” and. on the following day. 
the caption under a photograph of 
Yemenite parents. If one person 
tells you that his child has dis- 
appeared without a trace, then you 
may doubt his words. But if some 
500 married couples tell you such a 
story, and come from every comer of 
the country when summoned to a 
discussion about the subject, then 
there is no call for inverted commas 
around the word disappeared, or the 
use of terms like: “claim” and 
“allege". 

About 30 years ago, a good friend 
of mine first told me of those terrible 
events, and her since oft-repeated 
tale of woe is in every detail identical 
with the one we heard on Mahat 
from the lips of another “bereaved” 
parent at the Rosh Ha'ayin meeting. 
(And here the inverted commas are 
pertinent). 

My friend went there, and re- 
turned shaken and ill. All those 
horrible memories had come surging 
back with a vengeance. And to what 
purpose? Even if her son were found 
now. he logically would prefer his 


adopted parents. He might even 
take for granted that his natural 
parents had abandoned him on pur- 
pose. 

One thing, however, should be 
done even now, after 35 years of 
inaction. Those responsible for the 
inhuman, illegal act of abducting and 
giving away (selling?) these chil- 
dren. leaving their defenceless, naive 
but caring parents broken for life, 
should be apprehended and severely 
punished. Who decided that “only" 
22 children are unaccounted for? 

I submit that only a few out of the 
hundreds missing are accounted for, 
if the stories of my friend and seven 
other amilies in Yokne'am are cor- 
rect, which I am totally convinced 
they are. Otherwise, why weren’t 
these parents taken to their chil- 
dren’s funerals, or at least to see 
their graves? Why didn’t they re- 
ceive death certificates? Why were 
they threatened when their children 
did not turn up to enlist in the army? 
Because nowhere are they registered 
as dead. They were kidnapped, and 
their families were left to face a 
lifetime of sorrow, uncertainty and 
nervous tension.

Neuberger's personal philosophy,

boggling. We are told that: " 

a) “She did (not) believe it wpuld 
be such a terrible blow to the com- 
munity if pre-st tinning was intro- 
duced as a method of killing anim- 
als.” and 

b) “She does not keep a kosher 
home." 

Anyone in the least acquainted 
with Halacha is aware that pre- 
stunning is forbidden before shehi- 
ta, and, in fact, invalidates it. How 
does someone who doesn’t even 
keep a kosher home have the right to 
voice any opinion on a halachic 


problem that might totally disrupt 
the kosher meat supply to Anglo- 
Jewry? And, of course, this won’t 
affect her personally! Why is her 
“liberalism” only concerned with 
such issues as “helping in the local 
community and assisting the elder- 
ly"? Granted these are worthwhile 
objectives, but don't those Jews who 
keep kosher “rate” on the “liberal” 
scale of causes to be aided? 

In general, what business has a 
“progressive rabbi” voicing an opin- 
ion in a halachic question, especially 
when her opinion gives aid and sup- 
port to those who wish to proscribe 
shehita in the U.K. - including 
many whose motivation is clearly 
anti-Semitic?

has gone out of his way to impress 
the world public with his desire for- 
peace and his eagerness to reduce 
tensions. If this is important for the 
leaders of the super -powers, it cer- 
tainly cannot be ignored by tiny and 
isolated Israel. 

Nothing is more ludicrous than the 
spectacle of so many Israelis, espe- 
cially on the right, who keep explain- 
ing that “our own interests" come 
first and it doesn't really matter 
“what the goyim think.” Then, 
almost in the same breath, they go 
on complaining bitterly that “all the 
world is against us.” Even if it werd 
true that only physical power counts, 
could you really depend only on 
yourself? But if, as every observer of 
modern international relations 
knows, public opinion and good-will 
are major assets of power, then it 
matters a great deal what the world 
thinks about us. 

The proposed bill prohibiting 
meetings with PLO Palestinians (are 
there many others?) is but a symbol 
of a much more far-reaching and 
unhappy chan ge in Israel’s interna- 
tional standing. Until the Six Day 
War there was never the slightest 
doubt - either among ourselves or 
in the world at large - that peace 
depended entirely on the other side. 
It was always the Arabs who pre- 
sented a hostile, non-conciliatory 
front, rejecting out-of-hand any con- 
tacts with Israel and Israelis. 

Israel was depicted in the world as 
a small but valiant nation, peace- 
loving but a victim of aggression, 
striving for conciliation and under- 
standing with its neighbours despite 
their inflexible enmity. 

All this has changed radically. The 
tables have been turned against us: 
indeed, it is often the Arab side that

Dry Bones 
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gets the credit ( not always deserved- 
ly) for being the champion of peace. 

These things are not said out of a 
nostalgic yearning for “the good old 
days." In many respects, they were 
far from good. Our security position, 
in particular, was certainly preca- 
rious. But we understood then what 
we seem to have forgotten since, and 
what many Arab leaders seem to 
have learned meanwhile: that milit- 
ary force is not enough; that all 
nations, and especially small ones, 
need the support and good-will of 
other nations; that an active peace 
policy can be an important compo- 
nent of over-all power, both at 
home as a tremendous boost to 
morale, and abroad, as a way of 
gaining international support: and 
that in most international situations, 
the party that takes the initiative, 
even when there is little chance of 
success, enjoys an almost automatic 
advantage. 

Now*, for the first time in many, 
many years, Israel again appears to 


be a nation actively promoting peace 
and showing readiness for comprom- 
ises to achieve peace. It is a measure 
of their short-sightedness that those 
on the right who sponsor the legal 
change regarding meetings with 
Palestinians are also the ones who 
oppose all and any Israeli peace 
initiatives. In fact, they would tike to 
shut us up behind our “iron wall” (in 
Jabotinsky’s famous term), because 
in their ghetto mentality, states- 
manship and activity on the interna- 
tional scene are something strange 
and repulsive. 


It can only be regretted that many 
Labour MKs who strongly reject 
such an attitude, as far as the .Arab 
world in general is concerned, never- 
theless support its equivalent when.it 
comes to the Palestinians. Readiness 
for peace in this area is indivisible.

MULTISTORIED CEMETERIES 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - On November S, Haim Sha- 
piro reported that plans call for mul- 
tistoried cemeteries and the Chief 
Rabbinate is considering this 
alternative to the present method 
because many of the existing 
cemeteries are almost full; 

It would seem that, in a small land 
like Israel, new innovative thinking 
is necessary to prevent us from run- 
ning out of burial space. 

As one who has trodden over 
much of the Jerusalem area and 
other parts of Israel. I have yet to 
find any burial sues similar to the kind 
we have today where a hole is chop- 
ped out of the ground to accommo- 
date the body. If these ancient 
cemeteries ever existed, we would 
have found them. 

As the ancient Yishuv in Israel 
existed from say 1300 BCE to 100 
CE. a period of over 2000 years, 
there should have been many such 
graves. What we do have are the 
many burial caves as exemplified by 


the Beit Shearim complex, the 
Sanhedrin caves in Jerusalem. 
Rachel’s Tomb and the Hamachpela 
Cave - where the decayed bones. of . 
the dead person were placed iir 3 
sarcophagus. The Talmud Yerushal- 
mi Moed Katan, (p.80Bj refers to ' 
this method. Perhaps this method 
was used because the learned rabbis 
of the Mishna and Talmudic days, 
were aware that the small Itad of 
Israel could not afford the luxury of . 
individual graves for each person. If 
so. the suggested raullisroried 
cemeteries would only compound 
the problem so that one day. our j 
descendants in Israel will find the 
land full of such buildings and no 
room left for living beings and their 
many needs. 


If this problem is already showing - 
itself now after only 40* years of 
statehood, how much more so after 
400 years or 2000 years of statehood?
